There are a number of young lawyers, 
of both political parties, who are said to 
bo aspirants for the positions of Gity 
Police Judges. Perhaps when they have 
looked into the provisions of the charter 
by which the places are established, and 
studied up some of the existing laws on 
the subject of City J ustices, they will not 
feel inclined to try for anything so un­ 
certain in its character. 
Much doubt appears to exist in the 
public m ind as to what are the duties of 
these new officers, and w hat relation 
thev bear to those of the justices already 
existing. 
There are at present three 
Justices of the Peace doing business in 
Los Angeles. 
One of these, Justice Sav­ 
age, is an officer of the Township, and 
need not be taken into the calculation. 
The others are Austin and Lockwood, 
who hold their places by virtue of a gen­ 
eral law, Section 103 of the Code of Civil 
Proceedure, which provides that in cities 
of more than 20,000 inhabitants, and less 
than 100,000, there shall be two city Jus­ 
tices of the Peace. 
Their duties are 
clearly defined, and their salaries fixed 
at $2,000 a year. 
The idea prevailed for a time that 
these police judges were to supercede 
the two city justices. Councilman Coha 
took th at view of the case, and remarked 
at the Council meeting last Monday that 
it was certainly not the intention of the 
freeholders to saddle four city justices 
upon th e taxpayers. The City Attorney 
gave it as his opinion that, inasmuch as 
the city justiceship were created by a 
8tate law, separate and distinct from the 
C harter, that the police judges did not 
supercede them. 
In looking up the question of what 
were to be the distinct duties of these 
police judges, a H e r a l d reporter yester­ 
day ,'came upon George W. Knox, who 
has made a special study of the Charter 
and its various points of conflict with exist­ 
ing laws. Mr. Knox called attention to a 
law which bore on the m atter,and which 
had been thus far completely overlooked 
in the discussion of the case. 
The ap­ 
parent extraordinary effect of this stat­ 
ute, which has never been repealed, 
amended or otherwise weakened, is to 
completely knock these propoeed police 
justiceships out of existence. 
The law was passed March, 1885, and 
is fonnd in Section 4,424 of the Political 
Code. 
It is entitled “ An act to provide 
for police courts in cities having 30,000 
inhabitants, and under 100,000, and to 
provide for the officers thereof.” The 
firet section provides th at in every such 
city “ the judicial power shall be vested 
in the police court to be held therein by 
city justices, or one of them , to be des­ 
ignated by the mayor, but either of said 
city 
justices 
may 
hold such court 
without 
such 
designation 
(i. e., 
they may be elected by the people) 
and it is hereby made the duty of said 
city justices, in addition to the duties 
now required of them by law, to hold 
such police court.” 
Section 2 say s: “ The police court shall 
have exclusive jurisdiction of the follow­ 
ing offenses committed within the city.” 
Then are enum erated the various of­ 
fenses generally included íd the jurisdic­ 
tion of a lower court, ending with the 
words : “ And all misdemeanors punish­ 
able by fine or imprisonment, or by both 
each fine or im prisonment.” 
Now, the new Charter was adopted 
by 
the 
city 
and 
passed 
upon 
the 
Legislature 
by 
virtue 
of the second am endm ent to the Consti­ 
tution of the State, passed in 1887. The 
amendment provides that a charter pro­ 
vided for a city under the conditions 
mentioned shall not contain any provi­ 
sion that is in violation of the Constitu­ 
tion or inconsistent with any general 
law. The law of 1885, above quoted, is 
a general law. 
“ The outcome of the present muddle, 
as I understand it,” said Mr. Kuox, 
“ will be that when 
the two police 
judges 
are 
elected — if 
the 
city 
goes 
ahead 
and 
elects 
them — 
they 
will 
find 
all their proposed 
duties taken away from them by an ex­ 
isting general law, which the charter 
cannot override; and it will be actually 
contrary to law for them to assume to 
hold a court. This happens to be merely 
one of a good many things which are 
going to be found illegal and impossible 
in this new charter, but it is a very en­ 
tertaining one. 
As the salaries of these 
officer? are fixed by the Council, when 
the discovery is made that the existing 
city courts are given the ‘exclusive’ ju­ 
risdiction of all police business, I am 
afraid that the men who get the positions 
will find themsplves quite without either 
em ployment or em olument.” 
“ But how about th e 30,000 population 
matter?” asked 
the reporter. “ Has 
Loe Angeles legally B uch a population ? 
It has not according to the United 
States census.” 
“ Very tru e ; but no law makes the 
United States census authority on that 
question. 
If it came up, expert testi­ 
mony would have to determine the mat­ 
te r.” 
The reporter found the views of Mr. 
Knox corroborated by several other law- 
Íers to whom he subm itted the case. 
It 
i well worth the study and attention of 
those who have their eyes on these two 
new positions. 


Tlae Child Beater. 
Joseph Kolb, the m an who was ac­ 
cused of having cruelly ill-used his chil­ 
dren, appeared before Justice Austin 
yesterday for sentence. 
The coroner’s 
inquest held yesterday on the child, 
which died of the croup and was buried 
last Sunday, brought in a verdict of 
death from natural causes. This was in 
accordance with the evidence given by 
the medical men who performed the au­ 
topsy. There wap, therefore, nothing in 
the case except the charge of cruelty, to 
which Kolb had already pleaded guilty. 
On appearing in court Kolb declared 
through his lawyer, th at he had not fully 
understood the situation when he plead­ 
ed guilty, and that he wished now to 
withdraw the plea and change it to not 
guilty. 
The court declined to grant this 
privilege. 
He w as then fioed the sum of 
$300, in default of which he was sent to 
the County Jail for 300 days.

THE CHILEAN PRINCESS. 


Assassinated to 
Keep Her Testl- 
inony Out of Coart. 
Yesterday m orning a tragedy occurred 
in Chinatown, in the alley between Main 
and Los Angeles streets, in which Amelia 
Faharjo, the famous “ Chilean Princess.” 
was th e victim. About 7 o’clock several 
police officers, including officers Church, 
Boler and W alsh, were on their beats in 
that vicinity, and they heard what they 
supposed to be the firing of four fire­ 
crackers in rapid succession. They paid 
no attention to this, as so soon after Chi­ 
nese New Years the firing of crackers is 
a common occurrence. A few seconds 
later they beard a police w histle blow, 
but they supposed that some street car 
driver was blowing a signal. A minute 
or two later they heard a chorus of 
whistles, and then they ran toward 
the 
spot, 
for 
which 
they 
would 
have staited sooner had it not been that 
stipet-car drivers blow so m any whistles. 
Upon arriving at the shanty they found 
the “ Princess” lying on her face on the 
floor of the 0x6 room, which she has 
been occupying with Ah Sam, who is 
supposed to be her husband. 
She had 
been shot through her left lung, the ball 
having entered at the side of her breast 
and made its exit from her back. 
An 
examination of the premises and the 
wall showed th a t the ball had, after 
leaving her body, passed through the 
thin wooden partition and lodged in the 
next room. 
From the stories of those 
who occupied the place, it appeared that 
she had been in her room w ith the door 
shut and was called by a knock, when 
she opened the door the assassin fired four 
shots at her, only one taking effect, as 
d€ scribed. 
The assassin then ran into an 
alley and back again into the house from 
which he made his exit by th e back en­ 
trance. His nam e was said to be Ah 
Hing, and the officers 
thought they 
would have had tim e to have captured 
him if they had not been deceived by the 
supposed streetcar whistle. 
The “ Prin­ 
cess” is of Spanish birth, and has since 
her youth been associated with Chinese. 
Lately she has had considerable trouble 
with some of them . 
H er husband, Ah 
Sam was an inm ate of the County Jail 
some time last year, and while he was 
locked up she lived with another China­ 
man, who gave her considerable money. 
W hen her husband was released she dis­ 
carded this man and he demanded the 
return of his money. She refused and he 
assaulted 
her 
with 
a 
knife. 
She 
had 
him 
arrested 
and 
he was 
released on bonds. No sooner was he 
set at liberty then he again assaulted 
her. It is not supposed that she was 
shot by him , but on account of another 
m atter. 
It appears that she is an im­ 
portant witness in a case which will 
come up in court in a few days, and it is 
supposed that she was ordered killed by 
one of the interested parties. The man 
who did the Bhooting had not been 
arrested up to a late hour last night. The 
Chinese wanted to have her troated by a 
Chinese physician, but it was considered 
th at his skill was not equal to the occa­ 
sion. The Princess was removed to the 
Police Station where she died shortly 
after 9 o’clock. 


DAMAGES AWARDED. 


Hr*. HcLaud Will Ue( «5,000 for 
Her Daughter’* Death. 
The caBe of M rs. McLaud against Dr. 
Hagan and his assistants was brought to 
a conclusion yesterday afternoon. 
The 
jury brought in a verdict of $5,000 in 
favor of the plaintiff. 
The suit was 
brought to recover $100,000 damages for 
the death of th e plaintiff’s daughter, 
Ida Searles, who was taken sick with 
the smallpox and removed by Dr. Hagan 
to the peathouse, where she died. 
The 
Councilmen and members of the Board 
of H ealth were also defendants in the 
case, but after some testimony was 
taken, the case as to them was dis­ 
missed, and the testimony for both sides 
was taken. 
The jury was out some 
tim e, and finally agreed that $5,000 
would be a just am ount of damages to 
award. 


A Political Club.

The 
meeting was jointly attended by the two 
clubs of that nam e, the attendance being 
quite large and enthusiastic. The fol­ 
lowing resolution was adopted as an 
expression of the joint clubs’ sentiment 
on the recent marxouvrea of the log-roll­ 
ers of the political factions:

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A CAB SYSTEM. 
Probability T hai the Gnrney Ser. 
T ice W ill be E s ta b lis h e d H e re . 
Mr. J. T. Gurney, of Boston, owner of 
the Gurney cab system, which is now 
in succespsful operation in sixty-five 
cities of the United States, is in the city 
with a view of establishing a similar ser­ 
vice here. Since his arrival here he has 
talked with a number of the best busi­ 
ness men in relation to the subject, and 
hag reason to believe that the system 
would be as successful here as elsewhere. 
'1 he design of the systtm is to give 
cheap service. The charges are 25 cents 
per mile, or five coupon tickets for $1. 
When bought in large numbers, a much 
less rate mav be obtained, say from $1 to 
$1.50 per thousand, according to how 
liberal the patronage may be. The cabs 
are only half the weight of other vehicles 
designed to carry the same number of 
passengers, but are equally strong, being 
built almost wholly oi steel. The doors 
are at the rear and the seats at the sides. 
The driver opens and closes the doors 
without leaving his seat. The passenger 
can open or close a window just back of 
the seat, through which to communicate 
with the driver without trouble. The 
carriage is hungjnst one step from the 
ground, so that the passenger steps at 
once into it. The interior of the vehicle 
is finished with embossed French mo­ 
hair plush, with satin head lining. The 
steel body of the carriage is capable of 
the highest polish, and is painted a 
wine color. It is equipped with robes 
for winter, and dusters for summer. 
The drivers are arrayed in livery, and 
are required to live up to strin­ 
gent rules, insisting on the utmost 
politeness, cleanliness and care The 
service 
is especially 
adapted 
to 
ladies, and will be a boon to them here 
during the rainy season. They can sum­ 
mon a cab and be whisked away to the 
store in a twinkling and return home for 
perhaps 25 cen s. Many enterprising 
merchants buy coupon tickets in large 
numbers, and when their customers 
have purchased a bill of goods, do not 
only deliver the latter, hut put the lady, 
package and all into a Gurney and send 
them home. Physicians, too, will need 
have no care of a buggy of their own. 
The want of a public ambulance is not 
felt when a cab is on call. A general 
manager will bo established in a central 
location with telephone connection, and 
the office will he kept open ready for 
prompt service night and day. The 
franchise is sold outiight, to be sure, but 
there is a clause in the comract which 
requires the company purchasing to keep 
abreast of the demands of the public, 
that it shall be satisfactory at all times 
and in every way. Mr. Gurney keeps 
an eye on the service to see that the con­ 
tract is fulfilled. If it is not, and if the 
company refuses to keep up to the mark, 
the franchise is forfeited.

Ideas Wise and O therwise. 
E ditors H e r a l d : I read with inter­ 
est your article of the 7th, ‘‘The Need of 
the Hour.” 
Pardon me if I tay we 
have many men in this city whose 
brains are large enough for any and all 
purposes. 
They are like a locomotive 
going the wrong way. They need turn­ 
ing around and their brains used to push 
forward legitimate enterprise; thiDgs 
more solid than wildcat speculation. It 
is true there are land and climate, but 
the land is held in large tracts at such 
high figures that those who might culti­ 
vate it cannot buy. It takes a fortune 
to get land near Los Angeles, and if a 
man has a fortune in coin, he thinks be 
can use it some other way to better ad­ 
vantage. If the land-ownero would cut 
up their land into five, ten and twenty- 
acre tracts, cut the prices dowu to cor­ 
respond with the times, offer it for sale 
to American citizens in small payments, 
with reat-onable interest, on five aud ten 
years’ time, instead of holding it sky- 
high aud letting it lie idle or rent­ 
ing to Chinamen for all it is worth 
each year. 
They could find buyers. 
Another tbiog, if die laud is worth what 
they hold it at, and will produce all they 
claim, there is millions in it to cultivate 
it or have it done. They should go for 
it, puBh the work, make it go, and build 
up the country. Build a tenant hous- 
on every five, ten or twenty acres. Fur­ 
nish teams, farm implements and seed, 
and let some of the idle men now in the 
city, who are without means to buy 
laud, work on shares for a year or two, 
with the privilege of purchasing as soon 
as they have money to make a payment. 
We are annually paying housands of 
dollars for things produced and manu 
factured elsewhere, when we should 
keep the money at home and pay it out 
to our own citizens. There should be in­ 
ducements held out to manufacturers of 
all kinds. 
They should have lands 
donated to them, or sold at a very low 
figure, their improvements, machinery 
and productions exempted from taxes 
for a long time, say, at least, fifty 
years. Capitalists are not disposed 
to 
pay 
the 
high 
prices 
asked 
for land here and submit to heavy taxes 
and take all the chances for success or 
failure, without some inducements or 
some guarantees. Our streets should 
as far as possible, all be put in good 
snape before another rainy season, and 
the sewerage pushed as fast as possible 
to the sea. 
Put the idle men to work 
and pay them for it every week aud 
times will improve. I see in your paper 
there is to tie “a mass meeting on the 
22d on the 8-hour movement.” That is 
a move in the right direction. The 
shortening of hours will give more men 
and women work. 
It seems to me that 
eight hours is enough for any to woik 
That it means more employment for a 
greater number and more rest for every­ 
body ; for those who toil with their 
hands, for the professional, businessmen 
and merchants. 
They cou'd all close 
their places of business earlier, have 
more rest, more pleasure, more enjoy­ 
ment. If our city would push all its im­ 
provements and make eight hours 
a day’s work, it would help to 
make better times. When the people 
are all at work, times are good. When 
they are idle, with no money to live on, to 
spend, to pay rents, etc., times get harder 
and harder. There thoughts bring to 
mind the high rents in Los Angeles. 
Landlords should soften their hearts a 
little, and reduce the rents, eo that ppo- 
pie could live Many have left the city 
rents and no work. Divide up the land 
into email tracts, reduce the prices, cut 
down rents, start manufactories. Push 
public improvemeuients. Make eight 
hours a day’s work. Patronize your own 
citizens, who live and spend their money 
here. Then gocd times would come, 
and come to stay. We have a boss cli­ 
mate, but we cannot all get fat on that, 
nor live to be a hundred years old, 
when the land and the money ia in the 
hands of a few; when they won’t use it 
nor let others use it, without three or 
four times the value. It seems to me

S o u th e r n C a l i f o r n i a ’s great orange 
crop is beginning to move off in excel­ 
le n t form. The golden fruit is rolling 
eastward in solid train 
loads. 
The 
orchardists at Riverside report that they 
are receiving $1.75 for seedlings, and $3 
lo r budded fruit. 
These prices are net 
on the trees, by the orchard. 
Seedlings 
w ill average two boxes to the tree, or 150 
to 200 boxes to the acre. At $1.75 a box 
th is is $275 to $350 an acre. 
Budded 
iro it will yield perhaps as high as three 
boxes to the tree, one hundred trees to 
th e acre. These figures are fully con­ 
firm atory of the claims that orange groves 
pay $400 to $700 an acre a year, some 
running as high as $800 to $1,000. 


An i n t e l l i g e n t working man writes a 
letter, which appears in the H e r a l d to­ 
day, which contains many excellent 
suggestions.

As to the prices at

In our notice of ltedondo Beach the 
other day we otnitted to state that this 
new and prom ising place is to be shortly 
graced by an elegant assembly building 
erected by the Chautauqua Society. The 
site selected for the edifice is a most 
com manding one, and the building itself 
will be o( a very superior order of archi­ 
tecture. In reckoning up her harbors 
Los Angeles ought by no means to over­ 
look this port. It is recommended, be­ 
sides, by the great beauty of the scen­ 
ery, in that respect probably not being 
surpassed by anything on this Ooaet. 
This extreme beauty of location has 
doubtless determined the preference of 
the Chantauquas, and it will also prob­ 
ably largely influence the Grand Army 
of the Republic, who are looking out for 
a site for tbeiT grand 
encampment. 
Major Butler, who went down to R e­ 
dondo in the interest of the Grand Army, 
was greatly fascinated by the surround­ 
ings and the inducem ents held out. 
Now that the possibility of developing 
natural gas in Los Angeles'is being much 
discussed, it is interesting to know that 
some distance out from th e beach the 
ocean is covered with petroleum , which 
contributes to the placidity of the waters 
at that point. 
The enterprising gentle­ 
men who have charge of the beach would 
do well to exploit their oil measures, 
which m ust undoubtedly exist at fonie 
depth. The same circumstance is noted 
in front of the V entura and Santa Bar­ 
bara oil wells. N atural gas, if proper 
energy is shown, will, doubtless, also be 
found at reasonable depths.

Potatoes are 
growing luxuriantly almost to the w ater’s 
edge. 
It will be interesting to see the compe­ 
tition between the different harbors of 
Los Angeles county. 
San Pedro will

appropriations and the large expendi­ 
tures of the Southern Pacific Kailway. 
These are big odds, but Redondo will 
come up as the result of private enter­ 
prise, and in the plucky emulation will 
enlist sympathy and adm iration.

TOUCHING SAMOA. 


Rehearsing Former D iplo­ 
matic Discussions. 


BAYARD IN A MINORITY OF ONE, 


G erm any Info rm ed th a t a T ru c e in 
S am oa is th e Gne C ondition of 
Conference. 


! A ■■•ocia toil Press Dlsuatcncs to the B sb a ldI 


W a sh in g t o n , February 8.—The proto­ 
cols or official minutes of the conferences 
on Samoan affairs held in this city in 
1887, together with additional correspon­ 
dence on the subject, were laid before 
Congress this afternoon. In the letter of 
transm iesal President Cleveland says the 
Governments of 
Germany and Great 
Brilaia have consented to their publica­ 
tion. The first enclosure is a telegram 
from M inister Pendleton to Secretary 
Bayard, dated Berlin, February 1st 
which he says that the statem ent made 
to Secretary Bayard by Count Arcoval- 
ley, announcing th a t the German Gov­ 
ernm ent had rebuked its officers for the 
declaration 
of 
martial 
law 
against 
foreigners, had anticipated the state­ 
ment he (Peudleton > had been instructed 
to make by the German government. 
On February 1, Secretary Bayard wrote 
to Count 
Arcovaiiey, 
the 
German 
Minister at W ashington, acknowledging 
receipt of this advice, aud Buying it is 
to 
tbe 
same 
effect 
as 
the 
verbal 
note 
the 
Count had read 
to 
him that morning. 
The mem 
orandum of instructions from 
l ’rince 
Bismarck to the German Minister at 
Washington, and read by the latter to 
the Secretary ot State, February 4th, is 
as follows: 
“ The present situation in Samoa, re 
garding the interests of the three treaty 
powers, renders it necessary to renew 
the attem pt to bring the future of those 
islands to an understanding. 
The pori 
tion of the three treaty powers in the 
civilized world makes it theirdnty to stop 
the bloody combat, accompanied by the 
birbarou3 customs of those not numerous 
tribes for whose welfare, according to 
the judgm ent of the civilized world, it is 
the duty of th e treaty powers to provide, 
Prince Bismarck, in coneequonce, con 
Eiders it the duty of the participating 
governments to put an end, by the agree­ 
ment of the treaty powers, to the troubles 
which have originated in Samoa, by the 
restitution cf peace among the Samoans 
themselves, and so make an end of future 
bloodshed and the horrors of civil war 
conducted with barbarous cruelty among 
the natives. The best remedy seems to 
be the resumption of the consultation 
which took place at Washington 
July, 1887. According to the equal 
rights of the treaty powers, It seems 
proper that the place for negotiations 
should change in regular turn. 
I am di­ 
rected to invito the Government of tho 
United States to a conference regarding 
Samoa to take place at B eilin, Mini a 
similar invitation has been sent to the 
British government. 
I am directed to 
declare th at any supposition that Ger­ 
many would not feel satisfied with 
neutral position in the Samoan Islands 
is unfounded, as we have already declar­ 
ed in the last conference th at it is our in­ 
tention to put in question neither tho 
independence of the island group nor the 
equal 
rights of the treaty 
powers. 
We 
simply 
desire 
to 
create 
» 
condition 
which 
offers 
perm anent 
spcurity 
for 
bringing 
to 
an 
end 
bloodshed 
and 
decapita ion 
and 
which grants permanent safety to the 
commercial interests of the thiee treaty 
powers in Samoa.” 
On February 5th the Secretary of State 
sent a communication to Count Arco­ 
vaiiey, stating that the President fully 
shares in the desire expressed by the 
Prince Chancellor to bring the bleesingB 
of peace and order 
io the remote and 
feeble community of semi-civilized peo­ 
ple inhabitutiDg the islands of Sanoa, and 
clearly recognizes the duty of the power­ 
ful nations of Christendom to deal with 
these people in a spirit of magnauimitv 
and benevolence. 
“ On behalf of the 
United States Government,” continues 
the Secretary, “ the President instructs 
me to express his acceptance of the 
proposal of the Government of Germany 
to resume the consultation suspended on 
the 26th of July, 1887, such consultation 
to be renewed, as it was undertaken, for 
the purpose of establishing police and 
an orderly, stable government on the 
Samoan Islands, on the basis of their 
recognized independence, and the equal 
rights of the three treaty powers. The 
sooner this conference can be resumed 
the better. 
“ And in view of the late deplorable 
scenes of bloodshed which have been 
exhibited on Samoan soil, 
entailing 
deeply regrettable loss to G erm any, it 
appears essential that a truco should 
he forthwith 
proclaimed, and 
that 
farther 
arm ed 
action 
should 
be 
arrested. 
As 
the 
assurance 
of 
Prince Bismarck is that the pacifica­ 
tion of the Samoan group and the occu­ 
pation of a neutral position are hia only 
objects, it is fuggeeted in furtherance of 
the desired result of the conference, that 
instructions to suspend belligerent action, 
and to await the action of such confer­ 
ence, should at once be telegraphed 
to 
the 
respective 
officers 
in 
Samoa by the treaty-making powers, 
To continue to prosecute a war of destruc­ 
tion and reprisal, even upon adm itted 
provocation, would surely not consist 
with the objects of any of the three pow­ 
ers. I t is hoped therefore, that orders of 
the nature indicated will be forwarded to 
t-amoa without delay. 
The announce­ 
ment of a conference between thetreaiy 
powers, it is confidently expected will, at 
once canse a cessation of hostilities 
among the natives and their speedy elec­ 
tion of a king, would certainly be a long 
step 
towards harmony. 
Except as 
tt e conditions may be changed by the 
election of a King by the natives, it íb 
deemed essential that affairs in Samoa 
shonld rem ain in statu quo pending the 
conference. In indulging the hope which 
the adoption of this suggestion promises 
for the successful issue of the conference, 
the Government of the United States will 
at once take steps to be properly repre­ 
sented at the conference in Berlin. 
“ The statem ents you read to m e as em­ 
anating from the German Consul at 
Samoa, in which he finds fault with the 
conduct of Captain Leary, of the Adams, 
and Mr. Blaoklock, United States Con­ 
sul, as violative of the instructions of this 
Government to maintain an impartial 
attitude in the conflicts in Samoa, do not 
appear to be substantiated by averm ent 
of any personal knowledge of the facts, 
but m ust be based on information anu 
belief only, as they are repeated at sec­ 
ond hand and m ust be classed as merely 
hearsay 
evidence. 
These conflicting 
statem ents of the German Consul will be 
brought to the attention of Captain Leary 
and Mr. Blacklock, and their reply will 


communicated. 
Much 
allowance 
must be made for the excitem ent pre­ 
vailing in Samoa, which is not favorable 
to accuracy or moderation of statem ent, 
especially of those concerned as actors.” 
The protocol of the first conference 
shows that the German representative 
set forth that Malietoa, having notori­ 
ously violated his treaty lights with 
Germany, and having but a small m in­ 
ority of followers among the nativcB— 
Tamasese having the support of the 
great m ajority—the election of a new 
King m ust take place. 
Then iu order to 
secure peace and order in the islands, a 
foreign representative should be 
ap­ 
pointed as adviser to the King and to act 
as m andatory of the three treaty poweis. 
He also suggested the renewal of the 
principle oi the absolute equality of the 
three powers on the islands. 
Secretary 
Bayard suggested a scheme of couslitu 
tional governm ent for Samoa with a na 
tive legislature, securing its indepen­ 
dence ami autonomy, including the ac­ 
knowledgment of Álalietcu as King and 
i'amaeese us vice-.ring. 
The English 
Government, through Sir Lionel \>est, 
uggested the agreem ent 
among the 
treaty powers th at one of them should, 
as mandatory of the other two, act an ad­ 
visor of the Sauioan Government, and in 
view of the preponderance of the Ger­ 
man interests there, was willing to let 
Germany have the first term of five 
years. 
At a second m eeting there was a long 
discussion oi the details of the govern­ 
m ent to be created. 
Secretary Bayard 
consented to a new election, but insisted 
that it should bo a native election, free 
and unawed. 
Sir Lionel West assented. 
Von Alvenflleben inquired w hether a 
certain timo should not be fixed wilhin 
which the election should take place. 
If 
it shonld not take place within that time, 
then tho three powers should agree upon 
a King. 
Bayard thereupon proposed to 
continue Malietoa in office, but West and 
Von Alvensleben opposed. The latter 
alRO inquired whether the newly-elected 
King should not be approved by the 
powers, to which Bayard replied iu tiie 
negative, insisting th at there m ust he a 
free election. 
Von Alvensleben 
then 
read a formal statem ent of the position 
of his Government, iu which ho says 
there is only one course left, nam ely, 
to place one foreign 
officer 
a t the 
head of the adm inistration and invest 
him 
with sufficient power 
to take 
the measures required for the m ainte­ 
nance of peace and order, as well as for 
the prosperous development of commerce 
and intercourse. 
Germany having the 
largest interests, should nom inate that 
official. 
West assented to this. 
Bayard 
said the native Government was to pre­ 
serve its own existence. 
At the fourth meeting, Bayard said he 
had not tho slightest detire to exercise 
aoy preponderance over Germany and 
G reat Britain, I ut he did desire to see 
native influence upheld by the three 
l'owers, equally and for a common pur­ 
pose. 
He desired also to advert to the 
importance of the practical neutraliza­ 
tion of the islands. 
At the fifth m eeting Bayard declared 
the German plau would result in an in­ 
equality which would grow larger, but 
West would not concede this point. 
At the last meeting of July 26ih Bay 
ard, in reviewing the German propisi- 
tion, Bind: “ The plan, us proposed aud 
explained by Von Alvensleben, is sub- 
stantiaily a icreign autocratic govern­ 
m ent, based on m ercantile interests, and 
all experience has shown what mu*t. 
necessarily result from such an attem pt 
and that, under it, the defeat of the 
object we 
have 
all distinctly pro­ 
posed 
is 
certain.

encourage in 
Samoa, a spirit of self-governing freedom 
and self-reupect. 
Germany uud the 
United States Lavo 
heretofore given

trary and unauthorized acts of their res­ 
pective eonsula( Steubel and G reeuebaum ) 
and it is noticeable that the conduct of 
foreigners has been the cause of moro 
disorder and discontent in Samoajtha’) any 
spontaneous action of the natives. Would 
it not therefore be well for us te adjourn 
the conference until the autum n, aud 
thus give tim e to the Ministers of Ger­ 
many and Great Britain to subm it proto­ 
cols to their respective governments in 
order th at instructions muy be received 
by them of a more definite character by 
tbe aid of which we may be euaoled to 
come to an agreem ent.” 
Bayard’s pro- 
aosition was agreed to. 
L o n d o n , February 8. — The Samoan 
conference will open in a few days. Lord 
Charles Beresford’s visit tu Berlin is in 
connection with this mutter. 


B a l t i m o r e , February 
8.—Secretary 
Bayard said to a representative of the 
Baltimore Sun to-day that tho date for 
the meeting of the Berlin conference had 
not been t'otermined yet, but doubtless 
would be very soon, us tho adm inistra­ 
tion was very near its close. 
'I he points 
to be contended for by this country will 
be the pacification of Samoa, the restora­ 
tion of i’8 autonomy and protection to 
American interests. There is reasonable 
ground for hoping th at these will be se­ 
cured and it would be very unfortunate if 
personal spite or partisan jealousy should 
succeed in throwing any obstacle in the 
way, now that Bismarck has shown a dis­ 
position to settle the m atter amicably, 
lie and his son have gone out of their 
wav to make the 
friendliest profes­ 
sions, and Mr. Bayard, of course, can 
only take them at their word and meet 
them in a sim ilar spirit.

W a sh in g t o n, February 8 .—The Fort­ 
ification and N aval Appropriation bills 
were subm itted to the full Senate Com 
w ittee on Appropriations to-day by the 
sub-com m ittees charged w ith their e x ­ 
am ination. 
The appropriations in the 
Fortification bill were increased as fol 
lo w s: 
Torpedoes for harbor 
defense 
$200,000; 
m achine guns of American 
manufacture, $20,0 0 0 ; caissons and bat 
tery wagons for 3 2-10-inch guns, $43,000 
for conducting the annual heavy artil­ 
lery practices, $20,000. 
T he provision 
was inserted that all m oneys shall bo 
disbursed by th e Board of Ordinance and 
Fortifications created last year, and it is 
m ade im perative on th e Board to buy 
only Am erican-m ade m aterial. 
Steel 
forgings and gun-carriage appropriations 
am ount to nearly $300,000. 
H eavy additions were m ade to the 
Naval bill. 
T he construction of two steel 
gunboats or cruisers is provided for, to be 
of from 1,800 to 2,000 tons displacem ent, 
and to cost not more than $700,000; also 
one steel cruiser, of 2 ,G00 tonB displace­ 
m ent, to cost $700,000. An appropriation 
is al6o m ade for one ram, for harbor de­ 
fense, in accoi dance w ilh plans prepared 
by the Naval Advisory Board of 1881. In 
order that th ese vessels m ay be speedily 
built, th e appropriation for steel ma­ 
chinery is increased by a m illion and a 
half, and that for armam ent by cne 
m illion four hundred thousand. All new 
vessels are to bo lighted by electricity, 
and $60,000 is appropriated for that pur­ 
pose. 
The Appropriation bill and Fortifica­ 
tion bill were reported with am endm ents 
and placed on the calendar. 
The Senate bill to remove the bar of 
the statute of lim itations as to certain 
claim s for compensation for property lost 
in the service of the United States was 
reported from the Com m ittee on Military 
Affairs and placed on the calendar. 
Stewart offered a resolution (referred 
to Com m ittee on Contingent E xpenses) 
for the appointm ent of a select com m it­ 
tee of seven on the irrigation and re­ 
clam ation of arid lands. 
The comm ittee 
is to consider the subject of irrigation, 
and the best mode of reclaiming the arid 
lands of the U nited States, with leave to 
sit during the recess. 
The bill to quiet the title of settlers 
on the Des M oines river lands passed 
after discussion. 
Paddock introduced a bill (laid on the 
table for the present) declaring that the 
provisions of th e Civil Service act shall 
not be construed as em bracing within 
th e scope of its provisions officers and 
em ployees of the railway mail service. 
The Benate resumed consideration of 
the Legislative appropriation bill. 
An 
am endm ent to increase the clerical force 
of the C ivil Service Com m ission was re­ 
jected and the bill passed. 
T he Pension Appropriation bill, as to 
w hich a motion to reconsider was pend­ 
ing, was am ended in relation to checks 
for pensions, and to paym ents for por­ 
tions of the quarter up t j the death of the 
pensioner, and the bill again passed. 
The Senate then resumed considera­ 
tion of the Union Pacific Funding bill,

A Concession Made in C onnection 


w itli th e N eg o tiatio ns on th e 
F ish eries.

N ew Y o rk , February 8.— A W ashing­ 
ton special to the Poxt says the investi­ 
gation before the House Committee on 
M arine and Fisheries, relative to the 
orders given 
the 
Commander of the 
U nited States revenue cutter Rush last 
sum m er, is pietty certain to result in the 
revivalof 
the 
agitation as 
to 
our 
jurisdiction over Behring Sea. 
It appears that the Captain of the 
R ush had stated before the committee 
th a t he had received a secret order from 
the Treasury Departm ent relative to the 
seizure of British or other vessels in 
those waters, the nature of which he did 
not care to communicate, and referred 
the committee to the Treasury Depart­ 
m ent for information. 
The committee 
called upon the Treasury Departm ent for 
th at order, and has not yet obtained a 
reply. 
A movement has been begun in the 
House to call upon the Treasury Depart­ 
m ent for a copy of the order. From other 
sources it is ascertained that the order 
was th at while the vessel was to continue 
its original cruise in Alaskan waters, os 
tensibly for the purpose of preventing the 
illicit capture of seals, no seizure should 
be made of either British or American 
vessels. 
Last season, it is also stated 
the British Miniate» was privately in- 
iorraed that no seizure would be made. 
The information was circulated pri­ 
vately also in CaDada, as a result of 
-which a large number of Canadian 
sealers made a 
profitable catch 
seals in Behring Sea last season, 
is also stated that even a larger num 
her of vessels will be fitted out the 
coming season 
for a similar expe­ 
dition. The suggestion has been made 
that-the government did not desire to 
have any side is.-ues raised pending n e­ 
gotiations connected with the fisheries 
treaty and this secret order to the com­ 
m ander of the Rush was part of the 
policy by which it was hoped to avoid 
unnecessary trouble. The Treasury De­ 
partm ent has called upon the coxnman 
d er of the Rush for the return to that 
departm ent of this order, and the cap­ 
tain has returned it. It is said promi­ 
n ent Republicans in Congress in the two 
H ouses are, however, in possession of 
information as to the exact nature of 
this order, if they have not a copy of it 
and that the action of the Treasury De­ 
partm ent will be made the basis of 
searching inquiry in both Houses.
